The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: 

Claims l,and 7-16 are allowed because the prior art does not 
teach a global positioning system (GPS) which comprises a ground 
base mobile unit that may obtain navigational information via 
telecommunication means from a ground based central computer. 
The prior art which most closely relates to the invention is 
Brown, PCT WO 89/12835. However, the road vehicle locating 
system disclosed through the teachings of Brown teaches that 
navigational information may be transmitted from a mobile unit to 
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a ground base central computer a lone . Brown does not teach that 
the navigational information may be received by the mobile unit 
from the ground base central computer.
